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Group 2 — Cooking Center 



The stove is, of course, the base for this center. 
The pass closet to the dining room takes the place 
of serving table. 

Near the stove keep all utensils that must be 
heated before food is placed in them; also, salt and 
pepper and forks and spoons used in dishing up food. 
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
